Some get into the profession through a misunderstanding of 
the sacrifice and the work demanded, and are not willing to 
pay the price. Others get in for revenue only, and when they 
find there is little revenue quit the cause and seek greener 
pastures.

Perhaps the 
next congress will adopt some plan under which prospective 
immigrants will be investigated and passed on before they 
leave their native shores.
